Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art an optical diffusion element comprising a layer of polymer particles self-fused 
together, each of the polymer particles having a refractivity varying from a center to a 
periphery thereof wherein the layer of polymer particles is free of a binder. The term 
self-fused refer to the state that polymer particles are interfused together in a form of 
multiple layers. 

4. The closest reference USPAT 5,607,764 discloses an improved optical diffuser 
comprising a transparent support and an optical diffusing layer which is coated on one 
surface of the support and comprises an organic polymer binder in contrast to the 
instant invention wherein the layer of polymer particles self-fused together and is free of 
a polymer binder.
